Ask Hay Fever Sufferers 
To Take Note Books With 
Them On Their Vacations 


OTTAWA.—The federal government travel bureau asked hay 
fever sufferers to pack note books with them on their vacations 
in Canada this year. The bureau wants the victims of pesky 
ragweed pollen to jot down every area where they get an attack 
of ‘'sniffles’’ and mail the information to the department of agri-

culture, 


The information is sought by the 
bureau in a continuation of its ef- 
forts to pinpoint vacation areas in 
Canada where hay fever sufferers 
can enjoy relief. 

The bureau has already issued a 
pamphlet giving general areas which 
are relatively free from ragweed. 
However, the bureau says its infor- 
mation on ragweed pollen distribu- 
tion fs by no means complete. 


“There are gaps in our knowledge 
of ragweed and ragweed pollen dis- 
tribution,” the bureau said, 

“Anyone with observations to of- 
fer which may help to clarify, for- 
mation is asked to communicate with 
the Division of Botany and Plant 
Pathology, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Science Service, Ottawa. 

“For example, a visitor to Canada 
during the ragweed season might 
care to advise on his reaction at the 
vacation areas he visits. This type 
of information would be of great as- 
sistance to prospective tourists who 
are also hay fever sufferers.” 

The bureau’s pamphlet on ragweed 
distribution says there are many 
Canadian “havens” for the 2,000,000 
hay fever victims in the United 
States and their 100,000 fellow suf- 
ferers in Canada, 

The Rocky Mountain area of West- 
ern Canada is one of the “safest” 
vacation spots for hay fever victims 
in this country. Ragweeds are rare 
plants in British Columbia, and their 
pollen adds little to the airborne 
total. 

Ragweed pollen is virtually non- 
existent at Banff and Lake Louise in 
Alberta. Nearly all sections of the 
province, with the possible exception 
of the southeast, are free of the 
noxious weed, The ragweed plant 
is rarely found in Saskatchewan, ex- 
cept in the extreme south areas, but 
is more common throughout Mani- 
toba, Howevver, the two big tourist 
attractions in Manitoba, Riding 
Mountain National Park,” and the 
northern fishing resorts, are relative- 
ly free of the weed. 

The pollen free area of Ontario 
runs north of a line from Parry 
Sound to Pembroke. The holiday re- 
sorts in the Muskoka Lakes district 
and Algonquin Park are alsa free of 
the plant. 

The area around Lake Nipissing is 
infested with the weed as well as the 
greater part of Southern Ontario, in- 
cluding many of the big cities. Rag- 
weed pollen is at its highest incidence

In Quebec the Counties of Temis- 
caminque and Abitibi are sufficiently 
free of ragweed to offer relief to hay 
fever sufferers. The part of the 
province with the least ragweed is 
the famed Gaspe Peninsula north of 
a line from Rimouski to Matapedia. 


The bureau lacks precise informa- 
tion on the degree of pollution in the 
Laurentian Mountains, The rich low- 
lands along the Ottawa and St. Law- 
{rence Rivers are heavily polluted and 
are not recommended for hay fever 
sufferers, 

Most of the Maritime Provinces 
are free of the weed, except for some 
areas of the Annapolis Valley and a 
few other scattered districts. There 
is almost no ragweed in Newfound- 
land. 


Ranchers Plan 
To Build Big 
Stockyard 


NEW WESTMINSTER, B.C.—An- 
nouncement was made recently of 
plans to build one of the largest 
stockyards west of Chicago near 
here, 

W. M. Mott, Liberal member of 
parliament for New Westminster, 
made the announcement on his re- 
turn from Ottawa, 

He said the project has been start- 
ed by a group of Cariboo ranchers 
who are seeking land in the Surrey 
district across the Fraser river from 
here, 

Construction will start as soon as 
the ranchers acquire the Jand from 
the department of Indian affairs, 

Mr, Mott did not give details of 
the cost or the acreage sought for 
the new stockyard, put he said it 
will be “the largest west of Chicago,” 


Oil Output Up 
At Lloydminster 


REGINA,.—Crude oit production in 
the Lloydminster oil field climbed to 
196,664 barrels during May, an in- 
crease of 6,876 barrels over the Apre- 
vious month, the Lloydminster Petro- 
leum association reports, 

May production is 34,277 barrels 
ahead of May, 1951, and the cumula- 
tive total for the first five months 
of this year, 956,926 barrels, repre- 
sents an increase of 163,559 barrels 
over the corresponding period last 
year, There were 375 wells capable 
of production in the field during May 
compared to 365 in April and 271 in 
May, 1951.

TORONTO.—Dr. Crawford Anglin 
of Toronto says the relative serious- 
ness of poliomyelitis has been over- 
emphasized, 

Writing in Health Magazine, offi- 
cial publication of the Health League 
of Canada, Dr. Crawford says that 
severe paralysis results from the dis- 
ease only when warning signs are 
disregarded. Fatigue, he notes, ap- 
parently increases the severity of 
the disease. 

Since no specific method of polio 
prevention is available he outlined 
eight common-sense rules to follow 
in combatting the disease. 

1, Minor illness or fever during the 
polio season should be treated by bed 
rest and isolation, 

2. Excessive physical strain and 
unnecessary travel should be avoided. 

3. Water which might be contami- 
nated by sewage should be avoided. 

4, Flies should be suppressed and 
food should be protected from fly 
contamination, All fresh fruit should 
be washed. 

5, All except urgent nose or throat 
operations and dental extractions 
should be postponed, 

6. If a case develops in a summer 
camp now children should not be ad- 
mitted and those in the gamp should

Its work is-the making of laws for 
the governance of the whole country

the fortunes of all classes of citizens 
for years to come, 

In suci work it can’t be too care- 
ful what it does. Laws hastily draft- 
ed and passed can do irrepara le 
ham. The expeditious passing of 
ill-considered laws is a greater 
waste of time than the leisurerly con- 
sideration of just and equitable laws. 
In order that our laws protect the 
interests and the rights of all the 
people, it is necessary, not only 
that all classes and all parts of 
the country be represented in par- 
liament, ‘but also that these repre- 
sentatives take time to cultivate cach 
other’s acquaintance and get to un- 
deistand their viewpoints and the 
problems of their constituents.

No group of scientists have con- 
tributed more toward the welfare 
of agriculture in Western Canada 
than “our plant doctors or plant 


athologists. They are our G-Men 
in plant disease control. 
Diseases are Important. The 


rusts, smuts, rots, blights and wilts 
have destroyed plants ever since 
man began to cultivate crops. 
Down the ages they have brought 
famine, hunger and misery with 
them. Plant diseases to a large 
extent stamp the pattern of agri- 
culture upon a country. In Western 
Canada, the control of plant diseases 
is no less important than the pre- 
servation of our prairie soils, 

A Free Service.@ For over 40 
years, the Canada Department of 
Agriculture has provided farmers 
with a free, medical service for 
crop plants. Unfortunately, not 
enough farmers use it. Not only 
should more prairie farmers know 
that this service is available to 
them, free of charge; but they 
| should also realize that they them- 

selves can make a valuable contri- 
bution towards maintaining the 
health of Canada’s field crops by 
reporting immediately all cases of 
unknown plant disease, and by 
applying control methods which are 
eknown to be effective. 

Disease Identificatton, Any farm- 
er who finds suspicious - looking, 
diseased plants in his grain fields, 
should send specimens of them— 
dried, and wrapped in several 
layers of newspaper—to his nearest 
Dominion Laboratory of © Plant 
Pathology (Winnipeg, Saskatoon, 
or Edmonton), or to Line Elevators 
Farm Service, Winnipeg. He will 
then be told what the disease is, 
and what measures are necessary to 
control it. 

Weeds Identified Too. The Line 
Elevators Farm Service also pro- 
vides a weed identification service 
for farmers. Take a specimen of 
the weed you want identified to 
the local agent of any of the Com- 
panies listed above, and he will for- 
ward it to us. We will identify the 
weed and send you up-to-date jn- 
foymation on its control, Proteet 
your crops. Be sure you can identify 
every plant disease and weed on
